Farm in gto n is located 
I S miles 
from Detroit, 
it is a village of 600 
i n h a b ita n ts 
located 
in a farming 
com m unity. The w a te r w o r k s equip­ 
m e nt is housed in a two story build­ 
ing .‘!2 by 30 feet, with an addition 
to the rear covering the two wells. 
T h e first floor is divided into two 
portions, the first part being devot­ 
ed to the fire fighting apparatus,such 
as hose cart and lad d er truck, be­ 
longing to the volunteer fire depart 
J mi nt.
